A record budget of $919,458 
w as adopted W ednesday eve­ 
n in g by the board of trustees of 
th e Palm Springs Unified School 
District, but the school tax rate 
w ill be lowered by about one 
cent. 
This w as announced today by 
Dr. Arthur G. Hoff, who receiv­ 
ed word from the county school 
superintendent’s office that the 
district’s assessed valuation will 
be $700,000 more than first a n ­ 
ticipated, m aking possible a tax 
ra le of $1.3-16 per $100 assessed 
valuation com pared to $1.355 
last year. 
Only six persons attended the 
public hearing on the budget, 
besides the board of trustees. 
No one expressed 
opposition 
to any part of th e budget. 
Only one change w as made 
by the trustees in the proposed 
budget 
published 
last week, 
w ith $20,000 being added to the 
capital 
o u t l a y 
fund. 
This 
am ount m ay m ake possible con­ 
struction of two classroom s at 
N ellie Coffman school, Dr. Hoff 
said. 
T his construction w as origin­ 
ally included in the budget, but 
deleted 
in 
a revised version 
w h en the county office earlier 
reported there w ould be less in­ 
com e than anticipated. 
A dditional incom e am ounting 
to $28,000 is now expected from 
th e Federal governm ent under 
Public Law 874, which provides 
help for federally affected areas, 
Dr. Hoff said, and m ade possi­ 
ble the $20,000 addition to the 
budget.

The C ity C ouncil of the C ity of Palm 
S prings does o rdain ns follow s: 
SECTION 1 
D EFINITIO N S: 
• 1» The term "Chief of Police" as 
used in this ordinance shall m ean the 
Chief of Police of the Police D epnrtm ent 
of the City of Palm Springs or his cjplv 
authorized agen t so authorized by the 
said Chief.

IONA, WITH ITS holy well, 
lying off the island of M ull at 
one of the nearest approaches 
to Scotland from Ireland, was 
a holy place to the Druids two 
thousand years ago. T here in 
the 500’s, 
a 
great and good 
m an w hose nam e in L atin form 
w as Columba, w hich m ay have 
been a L atinization of th e com ­ 
mon Scots nam e Colin, cam e 
in his coracle with a dozen 
oarsm en. He liked the island, 
which, though only three m iles 
long, had good hayficlds and 
good pastures and a sheltered 
approach. T h e r e he b uilt a 


house of w attles (branches th at 
is), of m ud and of black b a sa lt­ 
ic rock, and began a m issionary 
drive for Scottish highlands and 
low lands and for northern E ng­ 
land. 
He and his m en visited farm s 
and fishing villages. The tim e 
w as ripe and th ey won con­ 
verts by thousands. They built 
a cathedral of th e black b asalt 
and pink granite of the island, 
no sm all building. On the other 
side of the landing place his 
follow ers built a nunnery. 


FOR 
IMPORTANCE IN the 
s p r e a d of civilization. Iona 
stands fourth, a fte r Jerusalem . 
Rome and Constantinople. As 
the centuries passed, Iona lost 
its leadership. Church, abbey, 
nunnery were deserted, roofless 
and in ruins. 
In the 
1920’s th e Reverend 
Sir George MacLeod, a Glasgow 
pastor, began a movem ent to 
m ake Iona a center for Sum m er 
study and devotions. The Duke 
of Argyll purchased the island 
from private ow ners and gave 
it to the N ational Church of 
Scotland which is the combined 
State church and United Free 
P resbyterian church. One string 
he left tied to his gift . . . the 
rebuilt abbey church is to be 
left open to all C hristians of 
every denom ination, Protestant 
or Roman Catholic, for w or­ 
ship and for education. 


FIVE HUNDRED people vis­ 
ited it w ith us one day this 
week, a full day’s journey by 
sh ip from Oban. 
Blantyre, the 
place of our 
other pilgrim age, is the site of 
the David Livingstone m em or­ 
ial park, eleven m iles south of 
Glasgow on the 
upper Clyde 
river. 
Forty-five years ago w hen I 
visited the place, th e tenem ent 
house w here Livingstone w as 
born w as hard to find and it 
w as badly kept. In 1928 the 
S u n d a y schools of Scotland 
raised a fund, bought the b e au ­ 
tiful and large park which had 
been closed to th e boy David, 
for the lad was sen t to work at 
th e age of ten in the woolen 
m ills, w eaving from six a. m. to 
eight p. m. His fam ily w ere 
deeply 
religious 
H ighlanders 
who belonged to th e Stew art 
clan, very proud b u t very poor. 
They encouraged him to read 
an d from eight o’clock u ntil 
m idnight he read all the books 
he could borrow or buy, and 
increasingly, books about m edi­ 
cine. 


IN HIS TWENTIES he used 
his savings to tak e a course in 
m edicine at G lasgow university, 
and at 28. in 1841, he sailed for 
Africa on the great m issionary
